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AU Families Will ~ 
Receive Family 
Allowa'ce Cheques 

OTTAWA. — Registration for 
family allowances begins this week 
in Prince Edward Island and next 
month registration will get under 
way in the other provinces. This 
is the first step toward start of 
family allowance payments in July. 
More than 1,500,000 cheques will 
go out each month for Canada’s 
3,500,000 children and upwards of 
$20,000,000 will be distributed 
monthly to Canadian families. In 
most cases the cheques will be 
made payable to the mother and 
the act requires that the money 
be spent for the welfare of the 
children. 

Great Social Gain 
This is the greatest single social 
and economic measure Canada has 
ever undertaken. The government 
believes it will result in immediate 
improvement of the living stand¬ 
ards of the Canadian people. It 
will be of special benefit in small¬ 
er urban centres and in rural areas 
because in these the standard of 
social, health and welfare services 
in the past has been below the 
level of that of larger cities. The 
application forms are simple, re¬ 
quiring merely listing of the names 
and birth of the children, informa¬ 
tion as to where the children are 
living and the signature of one or 
both of the parents. In most cases 
the seven questions can be answer¬ 
ed with a simple “Yes” or “No.” 

Registration Important 
To be eligible for the allowance, 
the birth of each child must be 
registered with the piroper vital 
statistics authority. It is estimated 
that there are 70,000 children in 
Canada whose births are not reg¬ 
istered. Hon. Brooke Claxton, min¬ 
ister of national health and wel¬ 
fare, is urging all parents to see 
that the births of their children are 
registered so that they can come 
under the plan from th e start. The 
scale of payments is: $5 a month 
for children up to 5 years of age; 

$6 for children from 6 to 9; $7 for 
children from 10 to 12 and $8 for 
children from 13 to 15 years of 
age. In families where there are 
more than four children there is a 
reduction of $1 from the above 
scale for the fifth child; a reduc¬ 
tion of $2 each for the sixth and 
seventh child and of $3 for each 
additional child. 

All Families Receive Payment 
For example, a family with two 
children, ages 5 and 7, will receive 
$11 a month. Where there are four 
children, 2, 6, 9 and 13 years of 
of age, the monthly payment to 
the family is $25. Application 
forms will be delivered through the 
post office to every householder in 
Canada where children under 16 
are known to be living. Those with 
eligible children who do not receive 
the forms can get thm at any post 
office. Family allowances will be 
paid to people receiving mothers’ 
allowances, dependents’ allowances, 
war pensions, rehabilitation grants, 
unemployment insurance or work¬ 
men’s compensation. The payments 
go as a right to all families with 
children under 16 years of age. 

War Service Gratutities 

Being Paid Now, Too 
Registration for family allow¬ 
ances begins within a few weeks 
after the start of payment of war 
service gratuities to discharged 
members of Canada’s armed forces, 
another of the major measures in¬ 
troduced into parliament by the 
government and passed last ses¬ 
sion. Already 78,000 applications 
for gratuities have been received 
and more than 65,000 gratuity 
cheques a month are going out 
from Ottawa. Within a few days it 
is expected the rest of the applica¬ 
tions will be dealt with and the ad¬ 
ditional cheques issued. Those de¬ 
siring to avail themselves of the 
generous re-establishment credits 
for war veterans can apply for 
them as soon as they receive their 
first gratuity payments. Thus an¬ 
other big step in the government’s 
comprehensive program for a pros¬ 
perous post-war Canada has be¬ 
come a reality.

Detailed Report Given by Mayor 
on Light and Water Franchise 
as Well as Upon Many Other 
Phases of Year’s Work. 

The Town of Coleman and Cole¬ 
man School District No. 1216 were 
shown to be in a very healthy fin¬ 
ancial condition at the annual rate¬ 
payers’ meeting last Friday even¬ 
ing. 

The town had a cash balance of 
$19,643 when its Light & Water 
bonds, Victory bonds, deposit with 
the Light & Water Co. and its cash 
in the bank were considered. There 
were no outstanding cheques. 

Auditor E. D. Battrum, who had 
been unable to visit Coleman earl¬ 
ier to audit the books, arrived in 
town on Friday and at the meet¬ 
ing stated that from the work he 
had done that day he had found 
Secretary G. I zees’ figures 100% 
correct as recorded in the financial 
statement placed before the rate¬ 
payers. 

There were only four ratepayers 
present, not counting the reporter. 
This was 100% increase over last 
year when only two ratepayers at¬ 
tended. 

Legion president George Derby¬ 
shire took objection to the hem 
“Canadian Legion, $500.” He stat¬ 
ed it looked if the Legion had been 
given a $600 donation. It was 
agreed to change the item next 
year to read “Canadian Legion 
Memorial Park.” 

It was revealed that ash collec¬ 
tions were satisfactory and that 
revenue was sufficient to meet ex¬ 
penses. 

The item, “Lycka Account, $900,” 
was questioned and it was revealed 
that Lycka was now paying regu¬ 
larly each month into the town cof¬ 
fers. 

Mayor Antrobus, in his annual 
report, praised the value of the 
Coleman Sports Association to the 
community and also praised the 
spirit of Coleman curlers that built 
such an asset to the town. 

Tax arrears were at their low¬ 
est in history, this being due to 
the untiring efforts of the town sec¬ 
retary and the fact that the mines 
were working steadily. He voiced 
the need for a public library here. 
The fire fighting equipment he de¬ 
scribed as obsolete, and remarked 
that the town was lucky there had 
been no large fires. The town had 
no debt and had in its possession 
$4,000 light and water bonds and 
Victory bonds valued at $13,350. 

Council’s attention for some time 
had been directed at the local 
drinking water supply, but up to 
the present nothing of a concrete 
nature had been done. He remarked 
that some criticism had been ex¬ 
perienced over the system of gar¬ 
bage collection, but nevertheless it 
was better to have a system such 
as the present one than to have 
nothing at all. The open air skat¬ 
ing rink was in operation and the 
expense was borne equally between 
council and sports association. 

He stated the dust nuisance of 
the past few days had been the 
worst in the town’s history. He 
was now of the honest opinion that 
the company was doing its level 
best to improve conditions. 

As a result of the co-operation 
between council and the Canadian 
Legion the latter organization were 
constructing a Memorial Park and 
four bowling greens. Due to the co¬ 
operation of Pass ratepayers a 
municipal hospital, modern in every 
respect, was soon to be realized in 
the Pass. 

He dealt in great detail with 
the light and water franchise. On 
Dec. 20 last the Light & Water Co. 
and the council entered into agree- 
* ment on a number of points. With¬ 
in recent days the company had 
withdrawn from those agreements. 
Council had first been advised to 
send notice of termination of con¬ 
tract when the contract expired 
June 30, 1944. Now it is told that 
it wae wrong to send notice of 
termination. It may become neces¬ 
sary to engage an “expert” at $100 
per day plus expenses in order to 


secure information which would be 
presented to Chairman Blackstock 
of the Board of Public Utilities. 
Letters were read from town solic¬ 
itor D. G. Mackenzie and also one 
Lorn Lorife Campbell. 

The Light & Water Co. asks 
$167,000 for purchase of the plant. 

Mr. Battrum, town auditor, stat¬ 
ed that during the first ten years 
of the franchise, 1924 to 1934, the 
Amortization Fund had failed to 
function. He also added that 8% 
interest was being paid on the 
$157,000. 

After hearing the full story a 
motion was carried that the Cole¬ 
man ratepayers re-alfirm their de¬ 
sire to acquire the undertaking. 

Reports were given by Councillors 
J. Ramsay, chairman of the police 
committee; George Jenkins, chair¬ 
man of parks and rinks, And Wil¬ 
frid Dutil, chairman of public 
works. 

SCHOOL BOARD 
School Board chairman George 
Evans read the school’s financial 
statement. Cash on hand or in 
bank totalled $19,381. Cost per 
pupil during 1944 was $78.43, there 
being 608 pupils. 

Dave Holly, chairman of works 
and property, gave a report of the 
extensive improvements made in 
the plumbing system at central and 
high schools. Cost was given at 
$1,858. It had proved to be most 
efficient and already a saving was 
noted in fuel. The new concrete 
curbing cost $66, but it had proved 
impossible to get railing to finish 
the job. 

w Chairman Kvans revealed that it 

was the board’s intention to reopen 
the general work shop work and 
re-engaging Graeme Howarth, for¬ 
mer teacher here, who had no' se¬ 
cured his release frotn the RCAF. 

One ratepayer asked if the board 
would consider allowing a night 
school accommodation should such 
a school be organized locally. The 
Board promised its support should 
a night school be organized. 

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 

Enrolment: There has been little 
change in the enrolment since the 
last annual report. 

Attendance: Attendance has been 
satisfactory though somewhat low¬ 
er than the usual average during 
December, 1944, and January, 1945. 

Organization: The change from 
“grade” to division as a basis of 
organization still causes some con¬ 
fusion among parents and others 
interested. Grades one to three in¬ 
clusive are now treated as a unit 
for purposes of organization and 
instruction. There are four rooms 
in this division, each room having 
pupils in the first three years of 
school. Ths arrangement enables 
teachers to make allowance in their 
teaching for the many differences 
in ability of the individual child. 

The enrolment in Grade X—first 
year High School—is exceptionally 
heavy, making it difficult to keep 
track of the needs of individual 
students. Grade IX, too, is quite 
large, but accommodation permits 
the organization of these students 
into two groups. 

Examinations (Departmental, 
June, 1944): The results here were 
exceptionally gratifying. Of all pa¬ 
pers written by Grade XII students 
none failed to reach the standard 
required for the High School Di¬ 
ploma. Ninety per cent reached 
University standing, another excel¬ 
lent showing. All students aiming 
at University Entrance standing in 
June, 1944, succeeded. 

Extra-Curricular: Student activ¬ 
ities here were very successful, a 
total of over $600 being raised by 
concert, dances and similar means. 
A High School Year Book was pub¬ 
lished for the first time in the his¬ 
tory of the school. 

The re-organization necessary in 
October, 1944, due to closing of the 
Home Economics room, caused 
some delay in getting to work as 
quickly as usual. The textbook sit¬ 
uation continues difficult and some 
students were handicapped at the 
beginning of the year’s work.

New Device 

Designed To Save Gasoline In 
Operating Of Motor Cars 

A device designed to save gasoline 
in the operation of a motor vehicle 
has been patented in Canada and the 
United States by J. A. Grant, an air- \ 
craft worker in B.C. Described as 
an auxiliary compressive air admit¬ 
tance apparatus, the invention will 
be known under the trade name Grant 
Ayrpheed. Principle >on which it 
operates is to cut off the flow of 
gasoline into t,he cylinders when the 
vehicle is going down hill, and draw 
in only air. 

Mr. Grant said his Ayrpheed will 
not only cut down the consumption 
of gasoline but will save oil by main¬ 
taining an even pressure in the com¬ 
bustion chamber instead of a 
vacuum. It will prevent spark plugs 
fouling and will increase the brak- 
, ing effect of the motor. He reported 
| a test made in city driving in New 
j Westminster showed an increase of 
4.2 miles a gallon.

Should Abide By Fire Laws 

At the annual meeting of the ratepayers on Friday 
our mayor described our fire-fighting equipment as 
obsolete. In view of this, we feel compelled to urge 
civic authorities to enforce the fire laws within town. 

On Monday last there was a concert, at which a 
top-notch artist was featured. It was only natural 
that many Pass citizens would come to hear her. As 
a result the hall was overcrowded. This has happen¬ 
ed on previous occasions. Had a serious fire broken 
out, it takes little imagination to visualize what 
would have happened. 

If our fire-fighting equipment is obsolete, then by 
all means let’s have action in the enforcement of our 
fire laws. Let’s set a limit to the number of people 
that can enter our respective halls at one time ana 
see that these figures are not exceeded. If a fire 
should start when a local hall is overcrowded and 
injury and fatalities occur, the resultant investiga¬ 
tion might prove embarrassing. 

Retribution 

As Russia rolls towards Berlin we are told of the 
utter confusion that is prevalent among the German 
civilian population. Stones tell of German babies 
dying by the roadside due to the cold and lack of 
care. 

Such deaths are a by-product of war which deals 
in death and destruction of human lives and proper¬ 
ty. German mothers now know of the untold misery 
that was suffered by mothers of other nations when 
the German hordes strode roughshod over other 
countries, machine gunning men, women and chil¬ 
dren on the open roads. Yes, our heart sympathizes 
for those pitiful little infants of all nations who must 
suffer and die because of the lust for power of a 
small group of men. They fought it this way, now the 
retribution. 

$57 Million Stamps Sold in 1944 

Starting on Feb. 2 and continuing till March 9 the 
Food and Allied Industries are sponsoring a national 
campaign to sell war saving stamps. It is hoped to 
raise several millions of dollars. Just what can be 
accomplished when many purchase a 25c stamp is 
revealed in Finance Minister Ilsley’s year-end re¬ 
port. It reads: 

“Less spectacular, perhaps, than Victory bonds, 
hut not to be overlooked, are the sales of war savings 
certificates and stamps. These provide an opportun¬ 
ity for the government to make an appeal for con¬ 
tinuous and regular savings, and I want to thank the 
school authorities, the Food Industry and the Drug 
Industry in particular for their patriotic and intelli¬ 
gent efforts in promoting sales. Gross sales of certifi¬ 
cates in 1944 will total about $57 million and*new 
sales of stamps to over $10 million. A single war sav¬ 
ings stamp costs but 25 cents, not much perhaps, but 
the 200 million individual stamps which have been 
sold since May, 1940, have produced $50 million, 
which is not a small sum even under present extra¬ 
ordinary conditions.” 

To Be Congratulated 

The Coleman branch of the Canadian-Ukrainian 
Association is to be congratulated on bringing to 
Coleman such an outstanding artist as Sophia Ro- 
manko. 

Coleman is musically inclined and a capacity au¬ 
dience is almost assured any organization which is 
aggressive enough to bring in talented musical ar¬ 
tists. It is by local organizations bringing such tal¬ 
ented artists that we can maintain the lead among 
the other Pass towns. 

This is the second outstanding artist to come to 
Coleman within the past year, the first being a local 
girl, Freda Antrobus. The next major community ac¬ 
tivity will be the Lions’ fast growing drama festival 
which is attracting top-flight dramatic artists 
throughout southern Alberta.

NEW REGULATIONS 

Regulations reinforcing the rein¬ 
statement in civil service have just 
been passed as follows: 

A man who is called up for army 
training, though he has actually left 
his employment, and who is later re¬ 
jected by the army, must now be 
treated as though he had had service 
with the forces. In other words, he 
may claim reinstatement in his former 
job, subject to the usual conditions 
in the Act. 

In the case of a person who immed¬ 
iately after discharge is delayed in 
returning to his or her former em¬ 
ployment by reason of hospitalization 
or physical incapacity, any period of 
hospital treatment or incapacity will 
be regarded as employment with the 
employer, so that the person is as¬ 
sured of being able to count continuity 
of service for seniority, pension, and 
so forth. 

Where National Selective Service 
directs a man on discharge from the 
forces to employment other than his 
regular job, the man will still be en¬ 
titled to claim reinstatement in his 
pre-enlistment occupation after the 
termination of the work to which he 
has been directed. 

Where an employer’s business is 
carried on in more than one establish¬ 
ment, and where an employee cannot 
reasonably be reinstated in the par¬ 
ticular establishment in which he was 
last employed, the employer is re¬ 
quired to reinstate the applicant in 
one of his other establishments if it 
be reasonably practicable to do so, 
and if it has been the practice of the 
employer to transfer employees of the 
type of the applicant from one estab¬ 
lishment to another. 

Reinstated employees are to be pro¬ 
moted or given such pay increases 
which it may be the practice to give 
due to length of service with the em¬ 
ployer and taking into account the 
time spent in the armed services, or 
taking into account any useful skill 

acquired while with the services in 

cases where wage rates are adjusted 
on the acquiring of new skill. 

Where an employee after 'being with 
an employer for a specified length of 
time acquires permanent status, time 
spent with the forces is to be counted 
in determining permanency with the 
employer. 

Where it is the policy of the em¬ 
ployer to give vacation with pay, time 
spent with the forces is to be counted 
as time in the service of the employ¬ 
er in arriving at the amount of vaca¬ 
tion to be given, subject, however, to 
the reinstated employee being actu¬ 
ally in the employment for 90 days 
in the calendar year after reinstate¬ 
ment, except that an employer may, 
in accordance with existing practice 
or under a collective labor agree¬ 
ment, deal more generously with a 
reinstated employee on the vacation 
question. 

A person discharged from the forces 
in Canada is allowed three months 
under the Act in which to claim his 
former employment, or four months 
if discharged overseas. The regula¬ 
tions guarantee the applicant this in¬ 
terval between discharge and rein¬ 
statement, regardless of whether an 
employer may in the meantime offer 
the applicant immediate return to his 
employment. It is felt that those dis¬ 
charged from the forces may require 
a period of rest or reorientation. 

Officers, who will be designated as 
reinstatement officers, are to be avail¬ 
able for consultation by ex-members 
of the forces in regard to return to 
former jobs. Where a person claims 
that the reinstatement terms offered 
by an employer are less than the guar¬ 
antee given in the Act, the person

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Province-Wide 
Post-War Survey 
Is In Full Swing 

The huge province-wide post-wair 
survey is in full swing this week 
and officials of the Alberta Post- 
War Reconstruction committee 
have issued an appeal to Albertans 
for complete co-operation in filling 
out accurately the questionaire 
forms and answering readily the 
questions of volunteer canvassers. 

“This job is for all of us to do,” 
committee officials state. “It is for 
us to ensure post-war jobs for all 
who want them. Every business¬ 
man, every farmer and every 
householder being canvassed in the 
survey should feel that it is his 
job, too. This survey is the first 
fact-finding one to be made pro- 
vincially to ensure that jobs are 
available and the importance of its 
outstanding success cannot be over¬ 
stressed.” 

They again emphasized that all 
answers given on the questionaire 
forms and those given verbally to 
canvassers will be treated confi¬ 
dentially. Findings of the survey 
are not available to any other de¬ 
partment of either provincial or 
federal governments and the infor¬ 
mation given by any individual is 
hidden behind a number—no names 
are used. 

The questionaires are being dis¬ 
tributed to various groups of farm¬ 
ers, businessmen and householders 
throughout the province so that 
complete findings of the survey will 
be representative of every type of 


community, of all salary brackets, 
of large and small businesses. 

The committee asks those people 
involved in the survey to keep up¬ 
permost in their mind when ans 
swering the questions that the 
prime purpose of the survey is to 
build a “workpile”— a reservoir of 
jobs for returning servicemen and 
women. The committee believes 
that if each person canvassed keeps 
this thought uppermost they will 
answer the. questions in detail, 
frankly and accurately. 

If a representative of the com¬ 
mittee has not already called, he 
may call soon. Each farmer, house¬ 
holder and businessman should be 
prepared to answer detailed ques¬ 
tions about his post-war plans and 
how he plans to finance those plans. 

If the committee can find out 
these facts it will know where post¬ 
war jobs for returning servicemen 
and women lie and ways and means 
of increasing employment. 

Personal questions will be asked, 
but this is how the committee pro¬ 
tects any individual’s name from 
being connected with the answers 
on the questionaire: The province 
has been divided into 25 sectors 
and each sector numbered. Each 
town, village or hamlet in the sec¬ 
tor is also numbered. Each busi¬ 
nessman in the sector is designated 
by a letter—usually the first ini¬ 
tial of his type of business. The 
questionaire answered by the busi¬ 
nessman does not go under his 
name. It merely bears the code 
number made of his sector number, 
town number and his business let¬ 
ter designation. 

Similar shielding code numbers 
have been worked out for house¬ 
holders and farmers. 

The household information is 


being gathered from 5,000 families 
in cities, towns, villages and ham¬ 
lets. 

Purpose of the business, survey 
is to secure from firms engaged in 
retail and wholesale trade; from 
hotels, restaurants, financial insti¬ 
tutions and others, a statement of 
their plans for employment and a 
listing of new or deferred mainten¬ 
ance and other projects which they 
expect to proceed with after the 
war. 

It is hoped to complete this 
phase of the survey by month’s 
end. Committee officials say this 
objective can be reached easily if 
Alberta farmers, householders and 
businessmen give the survey their 
complete co-operation.

The V-4 is faster and more accur¬ 
ate than the V-2 -and V-3 which is 
only an improved version of V-2—the 
engineer said. 

It weighs about 15 tons, travels at 
1.8 miles a second and attains an 
altitude of more than 120 miles. 

It reaches the height in just over 
two minutes after being fired at an 
angle of 75 degrees. 

Its great altitude and speed give 
it increased accuracy and range. 

The V-4 is driven on the reaction 
principle by exploding gases. Gases 
are obtained from liquid carried in 
the tanks built along the sides of 
the weapon in the same way as vapor 
is obtained from liquid gasoline in a 
motor car carburetor. 

The gases are led into a tube 15 
centimetres in diameter and 10 
metres long, running along the axis 
of the bomb. Here they are exploded 
by an electric spark. 

The new principle in the V-4 is in 
using electricty to ignite the gases, 
the engineer said. 

The great disadvantage of V-.4 the 
engineer said, is that it is difficult 
to produce in quantity.
